NKW YOBK, March 8.—Sir George 


Baden-Powell of England, member of 
the Behring sea commission, was seen 
yesterday morning at the Windsor 
hotel. In an interview he said he could 
not see the faintest speck of war on 
tho international horizon, the commis- 
sion in Washington was secret in nature 
and could not bo discussed. Certainly 
Lord Salisbury returns to renew the 
modus vivand'. of last year, because 
tho same conditions do not exist. 
Modus vivendi In this case is a mere 
phrase and means nothing. 
It is 


totally out of place in the present In- 
stance, and Is to make a point. I do 
not mind saying that the work of the 
commission is progressing favorably. 


The commissioner emphasized the 


fact that the published reports of what 
had been done In the seal question 
were totally at variance with the truth 
and calculated to mislead the public. 
He said that the ministry had practi- 
cally approved the plan to submit the 
question to arbitration. 
In England 


tho kindest feeling prevails for pur 
American cousins, and any com plica- 
tions I am sure would be deplored. 
Sir George spoke of visiting the seal 
islands and did not think the seals 
wore diminishing in numbers as fast as 
many Imagined.

that Russia was always behind him. 


The emperor retorted: "Ich werde 


Russland zerstauben" (I will pulverize 
Russia.) 


Shouvaloff, upon hearing this remark, 


made close inquiries concerting it and 
then communicated the details of the 
scene and the dialogue in question to 
M. De Gicrs, who related them to the 
czar. At a court reception four or five 
days ago the «zar is said to have ad- 
dressed Gen, Von. Schweimtz rather 
abruptly with the words: "Tell your 
emperor that when he wants to begin 
pulverizing us we will throw half a 
million soldiers over his frontier with 
the greatest pleasure."

cated this message to Emperor William.

Pnn.ADEr.puiA, March 8.—Shipping 


circles were startled yesterdar by the 
report of the abandonment in mid- 
ocean of the new bark Invertro»sachs, 
involving a loss of upward of $250,000 to 
the underwriters. Ten men are said 
to have perished. The news was re- 
ceived from Capt. 
Deuchers of the 


tanker Bear Creek, which vessel has 
arrived from Penaut. 


On the afternoon of March 8, in Iat 


40:50, long. 53:50, Copt. Deuchers fell In 
with the British steamer Mendelsohn, 
bound from Baltimore to Rotterdam. 
The Mendelsohn siffnaled that she had 
on board twenty-six of tho crow offthe 
Invortrossachs. A search of the ship's 
articles filed with the British consul 
shows that on leaving here the Inver- 
trossachs was manned by a crew of 
thirty-six men, and it is believed that 
the other ten have perished. The In- 
vertrossachs sailed from this port on 
February 1, bound to Calcutta laden 
with 1,092,500 gallons of oil In cases, 
valued at 879,752.

The Koute Being Surveyed for the 


New Air Line Across the 


State. 


The surveying party at work for the 


new electric line, whioh it ia proposed to 
ran from St. Louis to Chicago at a speed 
of 100 miles an hear, has reached Edin- 
burg, in Bangamon county, which is the 
only village thus far touched in the 
seventy-four miles surveyed. Edinbnrg 
is sixteen miles southeast of Springfield. 
The company asks for 200 feet right 
of way ia the country and 100 m villages. 
Tbe route will pass close to Warrens- 
burg in Macon county, Latham in Lo- 
gan county, Wapella, In DeWitt county, 
crosses tbe "Bi>f Four" halt way between 
Downs and Ijeroy, strikes Paqna on the 
Lake Erie, Elder's Biding on the Illinois 
Central branch, and Fairbnry in Living- 
ston county. Fairybury is the only city 
touched by the line in tbe entire distance 
from Bt. Louis to Chicago. The road 
covers a good deal of territory in McLean 
county which now boa no railroad facili- 
ties. The surveyors 
will reach 
the 


neighborhood of Downs in about two 
weeks. Another route will b» surveyed 
four miles west of the present one, which 
will exactly strike tbe village of Downs. 
Tbe surveyors get over from six to eight 
miles daily and expect to reach Chicago 
about the middle of April.
